Now whether the Trania&tions of moft Impor- 
tance run on our fide, or on the Enemies, he gives 
them the firft place, purely on account of their Im- 
portance, and/not from any Bias to either Party. He 
mentions this for the fake of certain Gentlemen who 
fote him a very angry Letter, as if it had been his 
Balt that the Advices of the Arrival of the Plate Fleet 
at Vigo, of the Marquefs de Villars pafling the Rhine at 
Hunninghen, of the Reimbarking of our Troops at Cadiz, 
and of the City of Cologne’s accepting of a Neutrality, 
came all by one Voft,and fill’d the next day’s Courant.He 
always takes thofe Accounts that are well warranted, 
rather than thofe of more doubtful Authority; there- 
fore he makes more ufe of the Harlem and Amfterdam

or obfcure,’in thefe original Accounts, commonly im- 
prove and refinethem after the French Mode,to fome- 
thing beyond what they direétly import.
